'The web of life is curiously 
wrought and the visits of death are 
strangely mingled," 'has been writ- 
ten. 

Just four days after the sudden 
death of Mr. John Orr in Louisville, 
his old friend and partner, Mr. John 
T. Rabbeth, suddenly passed into the 
great beyond. The news of Mrg 
Rabbeth's death came to this city 
by telephone late Wednesday af ter- 
from ClarksviUe, where he had 
made many friends while in the 
milling business there. The foll< 

from the (Courier-Journal of 
Thursday, gives the particulars of 
his death: 

"John T. Rabbeth, a well-known 
business man, died suddenly of 
pneumonia at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon at Norton Infirmary, as 
the result of pneumonia foUowmg 
an operation performed Tuesday af- 
tenioon for hernia. Mr. Rabbeth 
was in his office in the grist mill of 
the Rabbeth-Rutherford Milling Co. 
Floyd and Bloom streets, when he 
was stricken shortly after three 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon. An am- 
bulance was hurriedly called and he 
was taken to Norton Infirmary, 
Physicians were summoned at once 
and it was decided that no relief 
could be afforded unless an opera- 
tion was performed. The operation 
.was successfully performed, but 
during the night pneumonia set 
and he began to sink rapidly until 
death came yesterday afternoon, 

Mr. Rabbeth came to Hopkinsville 
during the latter part of the war, in 
the capacity of military telegraph 
operator. Being transferred to an- 
other point, after remaining hert 
than a year, the war closed be- 
fore he returned. He had become 
attached to Hopkinsville and made 
many warm friends while here in 
the employ of the government. He 
and his old friend, William Cowan, 
both Louisville young men, formed 
a partnership in ouying wheat. Mr. 
Rabbeth was at one time a partner 
lining business with the late 
John Orr and Mr. F. J. Brownell. 
Disposing of his interest in the busi- 
ness here, he went to Trenton and 
engaged in the same business there 
with Mr. Bacon. Seeing a brighter 
opening at Claricsville, he located 
there and continued in the milling 
business for several years, going to 
Louisville about four years ago. 
formed a company in Louisville, 
owning a controlling share of the 
stock, and established a large mill- 
ing plant, which made considerable 
money, but Mr. Rabbeth, owing to 
continued feeble health, sold out his 
interest, in order to get a respite 
from the cares of his occupation, 
But being a very industrious man, 
and having to some extent regained 
his health, he again embarked in the 
milling business on a large scale. 

Mr. Rabbeth was (W years of age, 
He leaves a wife, who was Miss Etla 
McReynolds, of this city. His sister. 
Mrs. Charlotte Oliver, lives in Louis- 
ille and with whom he was board- 
ing at the time of his death. At his 
request, made during the latter 
years of his life, he was buried in 
Cave Hill Cemetery, Louisville, 
Thursday morning. -

When Suit Was 
FUed. 



At Earlington last October, G. 
Reeder, who lives a short distance 
north of the city, was horribly man- 
gled by being run over by a car of 
the L. & N. Railroad. Both of big 
legs were broken. He filed suit in 
the Circuit Court at the Febuary 
term, but the case was continued to 
the present term. In his petition 
Mr. Reeder states that while in dis- 
charge 01 his duty in repairing a car 
under the orders of his superiors 
that the defendant negligently per- 
mitted one of its cars to run over his 
body; that the defendant caused hira 
to assume an unsafe and dangerous 
position; that he was working in 
obedience to the orders of the agents 
and servants of the said railroad 
company: that by the carelessness of 
his superiors he was griveously 
wounded, and by reason of such in- 
juries one of his legs had to be am- 
putated in order to save his iife, and 
that his other leg was broken and 
mangled and permanently injured so 
as to deprive him of the use thereof. 
He asked for a judgment against 
the defendant, the L. & N. R.R. Co., 
for the sum of $25,000 and for coats 
of the action. 

Negotations for a settlement out 
of court had been going on for some 
time by the attorneys of both sides 
of the caee, and a settlement was 
finally reached late Wednesday af- 
ternoon. The L. & N., agreed to 
pay Mr. Reeder the sum of $8,250 
for his inj.ttrieB which was accepted.

The concrete material is under- 
stood to be all of that part of a mass 
of concrete, except the cement used, 
and may be a mixture of broken 
stone and sand, or a mixture of 
gravel and sand, or a natural gravel 
wjthout any mixture of sand, and 
possibly a "rim of cnusher" dust or 
broken stone without any mixture 
with sand. The material which con- 
tains the smallest amount of void 
ipacc is, other things being equal, 
the best for concrete blocks. That 
is, a smaller quantity of cement will 
make as good a concrete as would 
be secured by using a larger quanti- 
ty of cement with a material in 
which the void spaces are lararer. 

If there be taken from a mass of 
concrete all other material there 
v-iil be left the honeycombed mass 
f cement, which will offer a greater 
<r less resistance to being broken. 
If, now, the material be restored in- 
to the honeycombed mass in identi- 
cally the position it originally had, 
that there be no adhesion between 
the materiiUs and cement, then the 
resistance of the mass to being bro- 
ken will evidently be scarcely more 
than if the material be absent. If, 
on the other hand, the adhesion of 
the cement to the material be the 
greatest possible, then the resistance 
of the mass to being broken will be 
the greatest posedble. 

It must be evident that, excepting 
for the strength of the honeycombed 
concret i mass it will be dependent on 
the extent of adhesion of the cement 
to the materials used. Consequently 
the materials should be the best ob- 
tainable. 

Experience has shown that, with 
Portland cement, if a mass of con- 
crete a few months old be broken, 
the cleavage line will form through 
the stone mass, in the main, so that 
gravel may be made to be a suitable 
concrete material, 

neat cement mortar be spread 
upon a slab, and both a round and 
angular stone be rolled around in it, 
it will be noticed that the rounded 
stone will become coated with a thin 
covering of the mortar at the ex- 
pense of less labor and with more 
certainty and continuity than the 
angular stone, both stones being 
cq jally tne from dust. 

The rounded stone presents its 
surface to a washing or rubbing 
process with more facility than an 
angular stone, which again leads to 
the conclusion that gravel makes the 
best of concrete material, 

quite frequently the case, 
natural fine gravel is plentiful, 
sand need be added to the natural 
gravel, then the expense of making 
the concrete is reduced to a mini- 
mum, the price per yard of gravel 
the same or less than that of sand.
